REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This amendment replaces Amendment B which formed the subjebt of an 
Advisory Action dated July 11, 2005. In that Advisory Action the examiner 
refused to enter Amendment B, stating that it raised new issues that would 
require a further search. Applicants by this amendment present claims that the 
examiner indicated are allowable, both in the final rejection of March 14, 2005, 
and in the Advisory action of July 11, 2005. Summarizing this amendment, 
claims 6, 8, 10, 13, 16, 17, and 22 have been amended, claims 7, 9, 11, 12, 14, 
15, 18-21, 23 and 24 remain unchanged; claims 1-5 have been canceled; and 
claim 25 has been added. Thus, claims 6-25 are now presented -for the 
examiner's consideration. 

New claim 25 represents former claim 5 in independent condition -.and as 



such includes all the limitations of former claims 1 3, 4 and 5, which have been 
canceled. Claim 25 is believed to be allowable in view of statements appearing 
on page 3 of the official action of March 14, 2005, and in paragraph t of the 
Advisory Action of July 1 1 , 2005. 

Claims 6-12, depend from claim 25 and are likewise believed to be 
allowable. 

A review of ail of the claims revealed that claims 13, 16, 17 and 22 
required corrections of an editorial character, and accordingly applicants have 
amended those claims as well.
